The pain of his loss is evident as 
LaPenta recalls thee time together, her 
voice raw with emotion as she talks about 
the man she knew and ance thought she 
right marry 
it's a blessing to have loved so deeply 
to hurt so much” she says. No, it

through it. Over and aver again, you get 
through it 

‘The twa had begun dating in March 
‘of 2000 and although Guadagn liked to 
say the two met at Clam Beach, which 
she says is technically true, that’s really 
where they saw each other forthe fst 
time after becoming acquainted via online 
personals, 

It was a doggy walking date, LaPenta 
says, he with his Black German shepherd 
and constant companion “Raven” and she 
with her Australian shepherd mix “Aik 

They had a great dealin comman, in- 
cluding a love of animals and backgrounds 
In biology. He managed the Humboldt 
Bay National Wildlife Refuge and she's a 
professor at Callege of the Redwoods 
and the associate dean for Math, Science, 
Behavleral and Social Selence 

The plan had been to spend a couple 
fof hours together but they decided to 


ge out for brunch and she knew al 
‘ost immediately their connection had 
the makings af something special. “it was 
him in his truck in front of me and | saw 
him reach over and he kissed Raven and | 
vas like, could love that mar" LaPenta 
recall. 

‘After that day they were rarely apart 

Soon they'd settled into a comfortable 
routine, making dinner together nearly 
every right, watching The Simpsons and 
spending weekends with thei cherished 
dog. 

Ie wasn'ta rut, LaPenta emphasizes, 
they were simply happy. They spent a 
lot of time enjoying the region’ natural 
beauty, often traveling to the Mendocino 
coast, she says, noting that they were 
model dog awners wha were careful to 
never take their canine dua on tralls oF 
other areas where dogs were not alowed 

The couple took the trp of thet life 


time together in August of 2001, journey: 
Ing outta the Big sland, where pletures 
show the twa smiling as they pased 
together in front of a cascading waterfall 

‘He wasn't a fan of flying” LaPenta say, 
out he really wanted to go to Hawa, So,

Guadagno had flown to his native New 
Jersey to celebrate his grandmother’ 100th 
birthday and was returning home on the

LaPenta says she is often asked if he 
called her from the plane.

Guadagno, his ellow passengers and 
the crew of Flight 93 were remembered in 
two ceremonies this week. 


(On Sunday, encircled by trees and 
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rising above a sprawling 
Pennsylvania meadow 
brimming with wildflowers, 
the 93-foot Tower of Voices 
was dedicated — each of 
the fallen represented by 
the 40 wind chimes that 
descend down the concrete 
memorial 

The design, according 
to the Fight 93 Memorial, 
le meant to allow their 
silenced voices to continue 
to resonate with “tones that 
convey, through harmony 
and discord, bath the seren- 
ity ofthe site and the tragic 
event: 

Together their voices 
willing out inta perpetuity, 
With this beautiful Somerset 
County, Pennsylvania, wind) 
park Superintendent Ste- 
phen Clark told the crowd 
gathered for the weekend 
ceremony despite the gusting wind and 
pouring rain, 

Describing the monument as an “leone 
cathedral” Clark says the tower will stand 
aza "symbol of strength and courage’ 

Itreminde us of the power ta take 
action in the face of adversity” he said 

‘On Tuesday, President Donald Trump 
and First Lady Melani Trump marked the 
Sept anniversary at the Shankevile 
Pennsylvania, memorial with the president 
‘commemarating those on the fight for 
sacrificing themselves to “save the ives of 
countless Americans 

Similar thoughts were echoed by Rev. 
Paul Britton, the brother of passenger 
‘Marion R Britton, wha said thelr actione 
‘challenge us to do no less than lve strong 
lives, courageously, for athers 

‘One by one, the names of all 40 were 
read with the Bell of Remembrance tolling 
In the background. 

LaPenta did nat make the tip out 
to the Tower of Voices dedication of 
Tuesdays ceremony, but she has Visited 
fon two other occasions, including the 10th 
anniversary of Sept. I 

‘On that date each year, family mer 
bers are allowed to vist the crash ste

through large ceremonial gate made 
from hand-hewn hemlock — a grove of 
which the plane came to rest in — which 
Isenly opened fora few hours 

LaPenta describes it a a peaceful

it's just a really beautiful meadow with 
abig rockin the middle,” LaPenta says.

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Week in Weed 


Failure 
to Thrive

alifernias cannabis industry s 
‘experiencing some test anxiety 
The state Bureau of Cannabis 
Control reported this week that 
almost one of every five prad- 
cts submitted for testing under new reg 
Llations that took effect july Ihave failed 
les news that underscores the growing 
frustration among growers, distrbuters, 
manufacturers and retailers 
Testing is currently costly, slow and in 
consistent, and affects every aspect of the 
regulated market.” the Calfornia Growers 
‘Association wate in letter to the bureau 
Urging regulatory changes it says will ve 
the newly above-board industry a chance 
at competing with its entrenched illct 
counterpart. “Accordingly, measures to 
Increase testing capacity and reliably, 
while protecting public safety, should be a 
top priority fr the bureau)” 


According to the bureau, laboratories 
have tested 11,000 samples since July 1 
almast 2,000 of which have fallen the 
vast majority of thase failed tests — 65 
percent — there was nothing wrong with 
the samples themselves. They werent 
contaminated by pesticides or mold. Rath- 
the test results falled to meet claims on 
their labels, with THC content being the 
most commen discrepancy. 

‘State regulations imposed similar rules 
as those in play for food and beverages in 
the state. For example, f you buy a bever- 
age that boasts 25 percent rea grape juice 
fn its label, product tests have fo come 
Within 10 percent ofthat mark, meaning 
the beverage would have ta test at be- 
‘tween 22.5 and 275 percent grape juice. 

Similarly, fa cannabis product boasts 
25 percent THC content, the lab results 
‘reed fall within that 22.5-to-275-percent 
range. Butlats of products are falling to 
hit the mark, meaning they need to be 
relabeled with accurate claims, which is 
adding costs and delaying the flaw of can- 
nabis products to dpentary shelves 

About § percent of cannabis products 
falled tests due to unacceptable levels of 
pesticides, bacteria and mald. Some of 
these products can be remediated and 
retested with the hope of reducing con- 


taminants below state thresholds. Others 
had to be destroyed 

‘According toa breakdown by the Asso~ 
lated Press, it seems flawers have fared 
best in the state testing process, with 90 
percent of samples passing, That number 
‘dropped to 80 percent for concentrates 
and about 66 percent for edibles, 

But as the letter from the California 
Grower's Association attests, Frustrations 
with state testing requitements run deep- 
er than bad results. 

There are curently only 34 state 
censed testing laboratories in California, 
\which has created a testing bottleneck 
that has slowed products’ path to dis- 
pensary shelves. There have also been 
‘questions about the laboratories’ accuracy, 
with some instances of identical samples 
fetching divergent results from afferent 
labs, prompting at least a couple high-pre> 
fle product recalls (See “Brave New 
World” Aug. 2) 

The association, however, cites high test= 
Ing costs as one ofits larger concerns, say- 
Ing the regulatory framework hurts smaller 
growers and encourages monoculture, 

To make this point, the association’ let- 
ter offers an example: Under the current 
system, a harvesting of 15 paunds each of 
three diferent cannabis strain is required 


to have all three tested independently 
‘even if all three strains were harvested 
from the same premises at the samme time: 
But the state allows testing of batches of 
Up ta 50 pounds, meaning the same grow 
e¢ would be required to pay for only a 
single test if he or she had opted to plant 
nly a single strain 

Incorder to reduce testing costs, the 
association is asking the state to allow 

‘compositing or submitting multiple 
strains asa part of the same testing batch 
hich it estimates could yield cost savings 
of up to 40 percent for some growers 

and help ease the bottleneck at testing 
laboratories. And the assaciation reminds 
the bureau that living up to its mandate of 
protecting public health inherently means 
squeezing out the black market. 

"As the regulated market struggles to 
compete with leit competition, practical 
and financial casts of compliance are a ma- 
Jor factor” the association’ letter states. 

if the regulated market falls, the state will 
rot realize its goals for public safety, env 
ronmental sustainability or tax collection:

the stations move from HSU theater arts 
building, whichis undergoing seisme retro 
fitting, to Feuerwerker House, The mave Is

‘While its unclear exactly what Knight 
hoped to accomplish by staling the move, 
the email makes cleat he viewed i as an 
act of insurgency against KHSU general 
manager Peter Fretwell, whom he refers to 
asa “psycho bent on pile-driving KHSU 
Into the ground as part of his sick revenge 
fantasy” and HSU Vice President for Ad- 
vancerent Craig Wruck, whe oversees the 

Both Fretwell and Wruck have been on 
the receiving end of widespread public 
critic since the abrupt fring of popular 
and longtime KHSU program director Kale 
Whiteside in May. which has prompted a 
publc outer lee “Static at KHSU, Aug, 
30), Knight’ email comes ami what Wuck 
himself has described as a “caustic work 
lenvirarment” atthe station, wth recent 
weeks having seen the station’ Community 
‘Advisory Board advance a no-confidence 
vote in Fretwell, station employee accuse 
\Wruck of shouting her down during a 
staff meeting accusations that ultimately 
prompted the university vie president to 
enlist a law firm to threaten legal action 
against the employee, as well as news 
‘utlets that reported her allegations) and 
general accusations on all sides of ulterior 
motives, blying and retaliation.

While we dant know exactly what 
prompted Knight's emall it came ust hours 
after Fretwell ent an emall to KHSU staff 
alerting them that they would no longer be 
allowed to record lve between the hours 
(of 10 pm, and 7am. saying the edict came 
from the university’ office of risk manage: 

"We went back and requested thatthe 
right closure time be moved to midnight, 
but Rsk Management has the fnal word, and 
they ae sticking wth their recamenenda- 
tion tothe administration, Fretwell wrate 

"They noted thatthe recommendations are 

based on best practices in isk management, 
particularly because of recently heightened 
cancers about safety 

Whitlatch told the Journal that some 
KHSU volunteers raised safety concerns 
about working ate at night cr early in 
the maming, which prompted a “broad 
ler review That review included the rie 
management office, which found KHSU' 
‘operations to be generally aut of ine with 
broader campus policy, which states thatthe 
campus facilities are open from 7 am. to 10 
pam unless they are lab spaces or “spaces 
‘overseen by HSU personnel” Because KHSUs 
late programming largely filled by volun- 
teers, Whitlatch sai there int generally an 
HSU staff member present.

‘After a couple local news outlets — 
the Mad River Union and the Lost Coast 


‘Outpost —reparted on Bryant’ accusa- 
tions, they received letters from Deborah 
Droae,a Los Angeles lawyer representing 
Wruck demanding rtractions of ‘false 
and defamatory" statements within three 
‘weeks and itoring that Wruck may sue 
the news outlets if the retractions aren't 
‘made. Neither news outlet has retracted 
its coverage. (Orooe also reportedly sent a 
letter to Bryant) 

Inthe background ofall this, HSU isin 
the midst ofa visioning process for the 
station, which gat off toa rocky start when 
Wruck introduced a draft vision document 
to the Community Advisory Board that had 
been put together by Fretwell and HSU 
President Lisa Rossbacher’ cabinet, Mem 
bers af the board and the KHSU community 
seemingly took offense at what they saw at 
2 top-down approach from administration. 

What's clear is that there are curently 
‘no public signs of tensions easing at the 
station and some have come to view the 
‘current divide asa battle for the station's 
very existence, 

t's time to sti it to ther” Knight

Humboldt servers 
spill about their jobs

ow is everything over here? 
We asked career restaurant 
servers in Humboldt the same 
question — and a few more 
— they ask us every day. We 
Spoke to men and women working in fast 
food, family and high-end restaurants 
about how they got into the business, 
What they love and loathe about the job, 
the wildest thing they’ve witnessed on | 
shift and the truth about tipping. We 
agreed to withhold thelr names and the 
places they work :0 they could speak 
freely without Fear of repercussions. 
In Humboldt, food service workers 
are 4486 people strong, according to the 
2017 US. Census, OF those, $81 percent 
are women, Food service staff make up 
8 percent of the county's workforce and 
percent ofits private sector work 
force. Nationally, food service Industry 
employees reported an average wage of 
§24323, according to the Bureau of Labor 
Statstis. The Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology’ Living Wage Calculator sets 
a living wage for a single adult in Hum- 
bold County at $24,038 and $53,734 fora 
single parent raising a child 
‘Ta be honest, before talking with local 
servers, we expected harrar stories and 
wildly different experiences. But from the 
drive thru to starched white tableclaths, 
they had in commana love af people 
and no fear of hard work: Mostly if they 
could, theyd tellus, the dining public, to 
remember theyre human. That and to 
keep our pants on, Literally

‘The work: At the start of a shift, he 
says, “You get right into all the prep 
meaning setting out candles, making 
tables for reservations and palihing 
lasses and silver, then “asking the chef 
about the night's specials, wording it in 
the proper ways, seeing what were out 
of, what's changed." Typically, he tasted 
all the dishes on affer or something very 
similar Once that’s dane, “If youre ina 
good restaurant with good peaple you 
can kinda just shoot the shit fora bit, 

‘Once diners arrive it can stil be pretty 
mellow .but it can get packed with 
wallins and Il be bouncing between 
tables lke a ping pong [ball 

‘The best part of the job: “like the 
atmosphere of it, the ablity to take on 
a different persona with every table’ he 
says. Especially with travelers, “You get a 
chance to connect with peaple from all 

‘over the warld” He pauses. “im 
alittle darker at home, In 
my personal life” he says 
“appreciate what my 
job does for me, lke mm 
alittle more cheerful. 1 
actually feel more at home 
at my workplace than at 
‘my home 
Worst part of the 
job: “The idea that youre 
getting judged relly hard 
sometimes «| don' know 
what they're going through, 
either, but when | try 
and get this negative 
response fram them, 
ithurts.. When 
a guest hac a bad 
experience, you kind 
of walk away with it 
He says he and his co- 
workers are happy to take 
food back or camp items to make 
Iva good experience, 20 its jarring to see 
an online review roasting the service or 
the food. “Cammunieation is the main 


thing — It’s a two-way relationship for 
that couple of hours If you just smile and 
rad, how am | suppased to know?" 

Its one reason he doesn't loak at Yelp 
much. He’ worked in places with posted 
printed reviews in the back but says, “1 
think theyre dumb, The whole thing. We 
Joke about Yelp for servers, rating cus 
tomers” Mostly he finds it's “people just 
complaining for the sake of complaining: 

Harassment: Among staff, “Usually its 
just between the guys, he says, blush- 
Inga Utle. "Usually there's been a very 
playful homoeratic joking between the 
men,” but he hasnt witnessed or heard of 
anyone who was uncomfortable. "People 
seem to know the boundaries, what's ac- 
ceptable and whats not.” Custamers are 
another story. I've definitely seen a few 
Inappropriate customers” some of wham 
he had to toss from the coffee place he 
worked at for erude comments 

Pet peeves: Vegans, he answers, 
rapping bis head in a chuckle. “It's just 
so dificult... We accammadate every 
thing we can but it's the people who 
come in and want to change everything 
eschewing menu items made to be gluten 
free or vegan, far example, in favor of 
re-engineering standard dishes, Wasted 
grower dudes yelling across the room for 
another drink aren't his favorite, either. 

Craziest thing he's seen on the job: 
He's worked for places where there were

Pet peeve: “Touching,” she says, s over 
the line. “ve had a customer smack my. 
hand when | was remaving something 
from the table... They need somebody 
to take it aut on” Other guests have 
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pulled on her elbow or apron strings as 
she passed by or tapped het shoulder 
while she was talking with anather pa 
tron. "Wete not public property’ 

Harassment: As far asthe staf, she 
says," wark with a lt of girls and there's 
a lot of guys and everybody is very 
friendly. But Ive never had anybody say 
anything to me about that” But, “You 
have customers who say inappropriate 
things but | can put a barrier between 
you and me” She says is creepy when 
men comment on the girls’ bodies, 
clothes or tattoos, and the staff keeps an 
eye out for trouble. “Peaple come in and 
take alot of their isues out on us.” 

Craziest thing she's seen on the job: 

‘We actualy had a guy come in and 
undress. He went in the back and sat 

lice he was gonna eat, He started yelling 
and running around, so we asked him to 
leave. Then he started taking his clothes 
off. We had to call the cops She let the 
male restaurant staf handle him unl the 
police arrived but made sure the blinds 
were closed. 

‘Advice to server newbies: "Id prob- 
ably say take everyone's advice with a 
grain of salt because you learn by doing 

Every restaurant i different. Be willing 
to learn and be willing to change. Don't 
think you already know everything” 

‘Advice for customers: "Just know that 
1m human. Ido make mistakes, 

If there’ been a mistake ido 
my best to fix tI want you to 
leave happy. Just havea litle 
patience. If your steak is over~ 
done, ll get you a new one, 
YYou!l leave happy:

The Price 
of a Burger 


Figuring out cost 
per plate (almost) 
like a pro

‘ow much should your burger 

cost? Unless you've worked 

in the restaurant busines, 

your sense of what your food 

is worth is largely intuitive, a 
range drawn from what youre willng to 
pay for it and what you've paid before 
Did the whale experience of the burger 
= looking at it, tasting it, feeling satisfied 
afterward — fee! worth it? Was it an Ins 
tagrammable moment? Did you have fun 
and did it feel indulgent ar nostalgic? 

‘fm right there with you. | know what 
''m used to paying and what sounds fat. 
(Only when | engage my ingredient-pricing 
brain and scan the room and consider the 
overhead (ead: fanciness and/or cleanl 
ress) does logic and my limited math kick 
In. Somewhere my loathsome high school 
math teacher Mr, Larose is smirking. 

‘While | admit my judgments are mostly 
guesswork, 'm continually astonished by 
Yelp reviews and Faceback comments in 
hich peopl insist they've been ripped 
off because they could have made it 
themselves cheaper To those people, 
suggest staying home. Nobody wants to 
eat at the table next to you. For the more 
curious, the U.S. Small Business Adminis- 
tration has a handy apline guide te help 
restauranteurs figure aut cost per plat. 
Well its handy but not completely simple. 
Lets try it 

First, we need to list all the ingredh 
ents going into our burger. Were keeping 
itsimple, so: ground beef, bun, cheese, 
lettuce, tomato, pickles, onion, ketchup, 
‘mustard and mayonnaise. (Note: The NC) 
editorial staffs bitterly divided over the 
Inclusion of mayonnaise but |include it

here because Thad is wrong) The next twa 
steps involve figuring exactly how much 
of each ingredient goes into our finished 
product and how much that costs. A price 
check at Costco and Cash & Carry gives us 
some estimates. 

‘Standard 88 percent lean ground beef is 
$3.69 per pound, or 92 cents per 4-ounce 
patty. Going organic? Add another 33 
cents on there, A basic Franz hamburger 
bun ic amere ié cents but if you are some 
kind of royalty and demand a brioche bun, 
itilrun you 32 cents. American cheese, for 
those of you keeping it real, is 10 cents per 
tlle, though blowing t up with ched- 
dar ie about the same price per pound 
Depending on the season, iceberg lettuce 
rings up at 3 cents per ounce (roughly the 
amount of shredded lettuce on a Big Mac) 
‘burgers worth of tomatoes — let's call 
it four slices per medium vine tomato, 
two slices per burger — fe 27 cents, Heine 
organic ketchup is 6 cents per tablespoon 
(accounting for the last three tablespoons 
that are just never coming out) and a 
couple of teaspoons of French yellow 
mustard come to about 6 cents, The mayo 
leS.cents and the pickle shees are B cents 
per ounce and listen, don't be the place 
that skimp on the pickle. A slice of anion 
{about an eighth) i less than a penny, so 
well round up ta I cent. Total it up and 
‘our basic burger comes to S174, hile the 
Upscale organic meat and briache version 
1s$223, 

Let's say we price our Fancy burger at 
$450 without aside of fries, According 
to the next step on the SBA website, 

‘our food cast raunds out to 50 percent. 
Sounds good. right? Until the next step 


‘comes in and crushes your dreams of 50 
percent proft. Because naw we have to 
figure out all the ather costs involved 
ln-serving that burger All of ther. That 
means rent, utiles, payroll for cooks and 
servers, insurance, advertising, napkins, 
paper boxes and the burgers you and the 
staff eat an shift and/or on the sly. That's 
your overhead, (Sidebar: Mr Larase, you 
were right and | da have to use math asa 
\writer but | cherish memories of cutting 
your awful class and regret nothing) 

Joe Bean, co-owner of 28) Asian Subs, 
operated a storefrant in downtown 
Eureka a few years back and gave us some 
lowball numbers to play with. For a small. 
turn-key place with room for a handful of 
tables, let's say, optimistically, your rent 
|5$1200 per month. Utilities used to cost 
Bean somewhere around $1100 far gas and 
electric, plus $300 for water. A basic in- 
surance package plus workman's compen- 
sation ran him around $120 monthly (i's 
payroll based but wel stick with it for our 
purposes). Lets say you've got the world’s 
most efficient part-time servers working in 
pairs from 10 am. to9 pm, llhours every 
day at minimum wage, which is $1050 per 
hour for businesses with fewer than 25 
employees. You stil need a cook on each 
shift for SI per hour. Thirty days of laber, 
your biggest expense, costs you $10,560 
with a skeletan crew. Your monthly 
overhead expenses total up to $3,280 per 
month, or $442.67 per day. That's with no 
advertising, nobody sneaking any burgers 
and a fairy godmother covering leaning 
supplies, license fees and taxes, 

'And now our already mushy hypathet- 
leal numbers get mushier than a cheap

bun with too much ketchup: How mary of 
these burgers are we going to sell per day? 
Let go with an ambitious 200, since thats 
What the SBA website uses Spread out 
‘over the 200 burgers sold, your overhead 
adds $2.21 to each burger. Whoops, almost 
forgot the 85 cents far the biodegradable 
sandwich box (youre cheap but youre not 
monster) and the 2 cents for a handful 
of napkins. Make that $3.08 in overhead 
casts, 

Our food cast was at $223 but with 
overhead were up 10 $531. Now youre 
losing 8] cents on that $4.50 burger. You 
want to make a buck instead? Either youre 
going to have to raise the price to $6.31 
{a solid 16 percent profit margin) ar use 
cheaper ingredients, unless you can find 
cheaper rent — maybe someplace haunt- 
ed, IF the ghosts can fip burgers, that 
would save some labor casts. OF course, 
if your haunted restaurant doesnt get the 
kind of foot traffic that moves 200 burgers 
day, youre going to have to raise prices 
anyway. 

‘Again, the numbers are mushy but still 
more solid than the emotionally based 
system most consumers apply when 
sitting down to a alin 4-ounce burger with 
lettuce, tomato, onions, pickles, mustard, 
ketchup, mayo (yes, Thad, mayo} and na 
fries in a little paper box with a couple of 
napkins. Don't forget to tip your server. @

Marjorie Prime at 
Redwood Curtain

ryone who's spent any time 

tnline inthe ast few years 

has undoubtedly encountered 

a chatbot — that helpful 

cyber-entity that’ always ready 
to (try to) answer your questions. Now 
Imagine that chatbot — and it elF-limiting 
conversational skills — has left cyberspace 
and moved in with you, taking an the halo 
graphic form of a human you were close to 
but wha iene longer alive 

Welcame ta the warld of Marjorie 
Prime, the frst production in Redwood 
Curtain Theatre's 2018-19 season. Set in the 
not-too-distant future, Jordan Harrisons 
2014 play artfully predicts what life in an 
assisted living facility might be like ifthe 
faclity’s management determined that 
residents with dementia would be best 
served by having an on-call companion 
from thel pas. 

‘Marjorie Joan Schirle) i just such ares 
dent. When we frst meet her 2 salcitous 
young man (Willar English Il is gently 
asking whether she has eaten recently 
Resisting this ine of questioning, Marjorie 
Instead requests that the young man tell 
her a story. As the stay (of how Marjorie’ 
husband proposed to her) unfolds, we 
begin to understand that this young man 
Isher late husband, Walter, as he appeared 
some 50 years earlier. Walter isa Prime — 
‘holographic creation provided by the 
assisted living failty to be Marjone’ thera- 
peutic companion and, through conversa~ 
tion, prevent her dementia from getting 
any worse. But the stories he can tell her 
are only those that have been fed ta him 
by Marjorie herself and other members of 
her Family, creating an interesting family 
dynamic, to say the leat. 

Walters presence was arranged by her 
daughter Tess (Christina iras) and son- 
in-law Jon Gary Sommers) asa kindness 
but, while technology may appear to have 
solved some of the thornier prablems of 
caring for an aging parent, the messy nature 
of the parent-child relationship has not 
gone away. Tes s terrified that Primes wil 
‘make humans unnecessary, that we ae 
telling them all our deepest, darkest secrets 


‘Christina ioras, Joan Schrle and Willa English ln an Al drama, 


and have ne control ever what they wil 
do with those secrets, while peacemaker 
Jon attempts to keep everyone at some 
manageable level of sanity, 

‘The play moves back and forward aver 
several decades as we watch the relation 
ships between the humans ebb and low, 
and as others re-emerge a Primes, learning 
their own truths about themselves and 
their relationships through the inevita- 
bi filtered stories of athers. Emotions, 
too, ebb and flaw as the actors switching 
between their human and Prime selves 
must navigate the tricky path between 
feeling and nat feeling. At the end, we are 
left with a sense of uncertainty But maybe 
thats the point. None of us knows where 
any of this is going or what we will nd 
when we get there 

The actors performances ae extraor 
dinar, Shire i clearly having great fun as 
Marjorie, sharing sly grins withthe audience 
as she recalls (or imagines) pat loves and 
risqué adventures, while the blank puzale~ 
ment that crasses her face when her mind 
fall her is heartbreakingly accurate Jioras 
Isself-doubt personified — her inner pain 
is etched on her face and in her increas- 
ingly desperate cries for help as she rides a 
never-ending cycle of grief and frustration, 
This preduction marks welcome return to 
the Humboldt stage for Sommers, whase 
expansive emotional range carries the 
banner for humanity throughout the show, 
although there's always a sneaking suspicion 
ff a hidden agenda we never quite get to 
see. At the opposite end ofthe emotional 
spectrum, English excels in his unwavering 
logic and relentless sincerity as Walter, as 
empty of human feeling as a Vulcan. 

Naitlyn Samuel drection is almost 
flawless, guiding the actors with a delicate 
touch a they transition thraugh space, 
time and identity, and teasing out the 
humor in even the darkest situations. The 
set, designed by Laura Rhinehart and built 
by (the clearly multitalented) Sommers, is 


quietly menotanal, conveying a lingering 
Unease that’s reflected inthe abstract ar 
work and by Ray Gutierre’s progressively 
dlsintegrating lghtshow projections an the 
backboard. The eeriness af the sound de- 
sign by Kai Lassen further emphasizes the 
vague sense of foreboding that permeates 
the entire production. Bethany Lamoureux 
costumes are effective and appropriate, 
subtly shifting with the characters as their 
roles move back and ferth between holo- 
gram and human, and Morgan Metroom’s 
"tage management quietly and effectively 
manipulates the spare set: 

(Ona personal nate, | was little 
hesitant about seeing this play, not only 
because many of us of a certain age harbor 
fears of losing ourselves to dementia, but 
alee because a longtime friend is now in 
its clutches. What Marjorie Prime reminds 
tus above al ls that we must alays seek to 
understand the nature of the truths we are 
told and the source ofthe truths we are 
choosing to believe. It caries important 
lessons for us al 

‘Marjorie Prime runs around 80 minutes

Back to Reese Bullen 


HSU’s annual Faculty and Staff Exhibition

aybe geography is destiny. 
‘Atany rate, the natural 
world remains a touch- 
stone for Humboldt State 
University artists: Natural 
places and their wild inhabitants figure 
repeatedly in HSU's new faculty and staft 
exhibition, which opens this week. Exam- 
ples range from the inhabited landscapes 
In Dave Woody's fine-grained photographs 
to. tiny cormorant portrait by ilustrator 
Brandice Guerra ta the discontinuous 
moments represented in Nicole Jean Hil’ 
wildiferehabiltation triptych *Release: 
‘This month HSUS faculty and staff exh 
bition packs works by 7 participating art- 
lst nte the Reese Bullen Gallery. The 2018, 
renewal of the annual group shaw, curated 
this year by the students envalled in the 
Museum and Gallery Practices class under 
the guidance of gallery director Britany 
Sheldan and instructor lan Carey, present 
fed the organizers with the usual group- 
show challenge: a bunch of highly diverse 
artworks and no obvious narrative thread 
‘with which to connect them. Fortunately, 
Sheldon and Carey’ perceptive exhibition 
hang imposes order on potential chaos 


The exhibition organizers have juxtaposed 
artworks within this intimate space n such 
‘way that common themes emerge. 

Landscapes, nature studies and land- 
scape-adjacent works akin to the three 
described above include Teresa Stanley's 
paintings, which open ike windows onto 
light-flled, subdivided spaces that seer to 
Unfurl beneath the viewer’ eye, asf seen 
from the ar. Gina Tuz2i fluent painting 
after joni Mitchells For the Roses album 
cover brings a new pop celebrity into the 
artist's rapialy diversifying canon, char 
reling a scene river landscape set apart 
by two or three degrees of icon worship. 
Two sculptures by Benjamin Funke (this 
\riters Husband) use what appear to be 
heavy metal armatures to back up rippling 
shapes cut from plywood so their depth- 
less contours resemble drawings in space. 
Functional tripad legs plant these pieces 
firmly in the studlo, ending them a por 
table, provisional ai: abave the industrial 
supports, colorful bubble-shaped portals 
frame the view. 

While cligital media have not been 
extensively represented in the HSU art 
curriculum to date, that doesnt mean 


screens and the fat, seductive images they 
purvey are out of view. Sarah Wharf’ se~ 
ries of hand-colored polyester lithographs, 
collectively titled "Viewports, take one of 
the visual conventions of screen media as 
their starting point. Each print inthe series 
presents a detalled cartouche-ke emblem 
that somewhat resembles an ican for a 
hypothetical app. Neither prototypes for 
screens, nor exactly parodies, the prints 
fall somewhere in between, 

‘Across the way, blocky ceramic reliefs 
by Nancy Frazier are arranged in grid 
fon the wall Each bears a singular aray of 
tubes and prangs sprouting fram a central 
socket. They look lke stock couplings 
from an otherworldly hardware store 
Glossy red and white surfaces suggest 
the body’: interior but the subjects have 
multiple mesnings: The way the reliefs are 
positioned, midway up the gallery wall, 
‘means their outlets resemble coaxial ca- 
bile: or dongles more than arteries, Ether 
way, the connection being represented isa 
visceral one 

Speaking more literally of viscera, 
Sondra Schivetmans installation “Axis fea 
tures a headless, armless cast of a woman's 


body lying supine, with a thick cable of 
colorful flags being dravn out fram her 
abdomen and up to the celing 

'New materiale and technologies make 
their presence felt in several pleces, nota 
bl jeweler Emily Cobbs “Albino Tangerine, 
Red Milk, and Western Mil,” an arange- 
ment of necklaces made from brightly 
colored beads Cabb fabricated from nylon 
and polyester blanks, using a 3-D printer. 
Alternating bands of red, black and white 
make these strands look deceptively 
timeless — even though i terms of ma- 
terials, they are pushin the technological 
envelope @

Peppermint’s Not So Fresh 


Juliet is warm and sweet

PEPPERMINT. Due to the recent and 
ongoing action mavie renaissance, there 
lein every new shaot lem up the hopeful 
possiblity of transcendence, or atleast a 
couple of entertaining hours. But for every 
Atomic Blonde (2017 there must of course 
bbe a Peppermint and the pattern of hope 
despoiled continues. 

Teite Atomic Blonde not asa perfect 
action movie but as a competently made, 
startlingly wel fought one with a form 
dable female lead.

Absent that 
Investment and advacacy, we get mov 
les lke ths one: pallid pretenders to the 
genre that play with notions of equality 
While actually working against it. (Pepper- 
_mint may be less a feminism soapbox isue 
than a disappointing movie ane, but that 
sort itself out 

Riley North (Jennifer Garner) works 2 
thankless job ina bank while her husband 
Chris (Jeff Hephner) automotive repair 
shop struggles. When a friend asks Chris 
to drive for him on a poorly conceived 
robbery, he considers the offer but ult 
mately declines. Too late though, because 
the vicious drug kingpin targeted inthis 
would-be heist hat already caught wind 
of the plan and the names of the co-con- 
spirators. And so he chops up Chris friend 
witha machete and dispatches three hard 
cases to machine gun Chris ata funfar, 
daughter Cary (Calley Fleming) along with 
him This, of course, all before Riley’ hor 
nified eyes. She identifies the shooters in a 
police lineup but because the criminal us 
tice system is completely corrupt, district 
attomey and presiding judge included, 
the killers walk Riley reacts with justifiable 
rage, is tasered and then restrained, des 
tined to be held indefinitely a a danger 
to herself and others. Fortunately, she is 
astoundingly and inexplicably capable, 
and so overpowers a police detective and 
EMT flees the scene and disappears for

Im your friendly nelgh- 
borhaod puferfish from the 
family of fishes called Tetra-

about me. For example, my family has the 

fewest genes of any knawn vertebrate an- 

Imal. However, 'm nat actualy from your 

neighborhood, Im not at all friendly and | 

dont give a crap about amusing factoids, 

Because theres something else really 
burning my ass right naw. Get this: One 
dlay 'm just lying there washed up dead on 
the beach and some guy skips aver shout- 
Ing “awesome” and “cool” Next thing 
know, he's taking pictures of me withaut 
even asking. He even took a close-up of 
my teeth, for Christ’ sake, 

‘And then he had the nerve to put me in 
ajar on a shelf sa his friends could alsa say
